Council Gives 
Manley Power to 
Erect Stop Signs 


Because the job of sign posting 
streets for traffic is “not a judi- 
cia) or legislative function of the 
city council,” councilmen last 
night placed the responsibility of 
erecting stop signs anywhere on 
city streets on the shoulders ot 
City Manager R. G. Maniey. 

The city council unanimously 
approved an ordinance giving full! 
discretion and power to the city 
manager in the placement of step 
signs, thus eliminating the neces- 
sily of separate council action each 
time a new stop sign ‘is needed. 
The portion of the ordinance giy- 
ing Mr.. Manley. this power reads: 
.' “The duty. of ‘Studying and op- 
‘serving vehicular traffic in the 
city of Upland is hereby imposed 
upon the city maanger.” 

Edward E, Gray, city attorney, 
who drew up the ordinance, 
strongly recommended the action 
taken by the council. He pointed 
out that the feed for more stop 
signs ia Upland would probably 
continue to increase and that it 
would mean unnecessary addi- 
tional work by the council for each 
‘individual case. 








End of Gas Rationing 
Increases Traffic 
Accidents in Upland 


Traffic accidents in Upland since 
tne end of gas rationing have con- 
tinued to increase, Judge Mildred 
R,; Puckett disclosed today. 

Although no exact figures or 
hercentages are available as yet, 
Upland seems to be keeping in 
step with the rest of the nation 
in the upward trend of traffic ac- 
cidents.
